Tho upper San Gabriel valley and 


the Pomona valley are well protect- 
ed with orchard heating devices in 
the e% 
fent of cold weather this win- 


ter, Floyd B. Young, meteorologist 
for the United States government, 
told valley Rotarians gathered at 
Covina last Thursday noon. The 
weather executive, who is cooperat- 
ing with the frost- prevention ex- 
perts of the fruit exchanges, reveal- 
ed that 80.4 per cent of the orchard 
territory in the Covina exchange is 
under, orchard heating systems; 75.5 
per cent in the Azusa territory; 75.6 
in the Irwindale territory; 36.6 in 
the Glendora territory, and 37.9 in 
the Charter Oak territory. 


Mr. Young admitted, however, 


that but 22 per cent of the citrus 
territory in the state is adequately 
protected. He intimated that the 
greatest amount of intelligent effort 
to combat cold weather is concen- 


) trated in the east end of Los Ange- 


'• les county, which is the area where 


the most; valuable citrus acreage is 
located.

TEMPLE ENTERTAINS VALLEY 


CHAMBERS IN NEW SCHOOL 


Inspection of the new gra'mmnr I 


ehool, a real architectural achieve-, 
incut, was the outstanding feature 
of the monthly meeting of the as- 
sociated 'chambers of commerce of 
the San Gabriel valley, held in Tem- 
ple Tuesday night, with over two 
hundied men present from twenty- 
one cities and communities. 


The new community, latest evidence 


of the inevitable trend of progress- 
eastward in the county, has followed 
the making of a modern business cen- 
ter with the building of a $100,000 
school of the Spanish type, the ar- 
chitectural design being by Quintin 
& Kerr of Alhambrn, with use of 
the Spanish arches and colonades, 
and a large patio, with lawn and 
beautiful 
peppers 
centered. 
The 


building was spoken of by the visit- 
ing members as one of the most 
satisfying in beauty and utility of 
any in the San Gabriel valley. 


The meeting was held in this 


group of buildings, the dinner fur- 
nished by the ladies of the commun- 
ity under the direction of the Tem- 
ple chamber of commerce. 
After- 


wards a program was given in the 
auditorium, with a number of pleas- 
ing offerings from the grade schol- 


ars, including the school's unique 
harmonica band. The address of the 
evening was given by Colonel John 
P. Crum of San Diinaa, dealing with 
his experiences in the Alaska gold 
rush, illustrated with many lantern 
slides. After a varied career as an 
army officer, explorer and adven- 
turer into strange lands, Col. Crum 
has become a rancher of the valley. 
His story of the famous influx into 
the frozen north in 1898 and 1900 
served to bring to mind again , an 
almost forgotten epic of American 
history, the story of the sufferings 
of thousands on Chilcoot pass, and 
of the dangers of shooting the rap- 
ids of the wild rivers, together with 
examples of heroism of rescue par- 
ties, now resembling something like 
overdrawn fiction, so remote is it in 
the .minds of even those who were a 
part of that era. 


The members were eloquently wel- 


comed by B. K. Wilson, president 
of the Temple 'chamber of commerce. 
Another speaker who was given an 
enthusiastic 
reception was Burton 


L. Smith, state editor of the Los 
Angeles Times, who spoke of the 
surprising growth of the east end 
of the county. The meeting was pre-

Azusa's Reader 


of Stars Tells 


of Venus' Visit 


If any of the planets are inhabit- 


ed by life, it must be \remis, rather 
than Mars, because the climate of 
Venus is very similar to that of the 
earth, 
according to 
Thomas 
A. 


Smith of Azusa, known as "Azusa's 
amateur astronomer." 


Commenting on the recent friend- 


liness of Venus in coming into more 
intimate relations with the earth, 
Mr. Smith said that the planet is 
now in the constellation of Leo, near 
the line between Leo and Virgo. 
When nearest the earth, Venus is 
about 25,000,000 miles distant, and 
the distance of the planet from the 
<un is about 67,200,000 miles. Venus 
is 7,700 miles in diameter, or 218 
miles less than that of the earth. 
The planet takes 22477 days to com- 
plete its circuit around the sun. 


The great planet can be seen in 


the daytime with the aid of a good 
field glass, when it is west of the 
sun. It is moving through space at 
the( rate of .tweiity-tvjio miles per 
second, Mr. Smith says. When the 
planet made its last transit between 
the earth and the sun, in 1882, there 
was a halo around the black body of 
the planet, indicating that it is cov 
ered with dense fog or clouds. The 
planet may be seen here until No- 
vember 21st. Its next visible transit 
will occur in the year 2005. 


The Azusa astronomer issues an 


invitation to anyone in the valley 
to come to his home, and view the 
telescope. 
He nsks that appoint- 


ments be made several days in ad- 
vance, and that small children be not 
included, on account of telescopic ad- 
justments.

An all-day jury trial Monday be- 


fore Justice of the" Peace U. E. 
White, sitting in the absence of 
Justice Tom Reed, resulted in the 
conviction of Mrs. Josephine Dren- 
del of Irwindale avenue on a charge 
of disturbing the peace. 


The charge was in a measure the 


outgrowth of family difficulties be- 
tween Mrs. Drendel and her husband, 
Joe Drendel, who have been resi- 
dents and ranch owners of the val- 
ley for many years. During the 
trial it developed that" Mrs. Drendel 
left her home two years ago, follow- 
ing what was declared to be difficul- 
ties between the pair of long stand- 
ing. Divorce proceedings were start- 
ed, and are pending. 


On the afternoon of October 8, 


it was alleged that Mrs. Drendel ap- 
peared at the ranch home without 
warning,'and entered the house, ac- 
companied by her two children, an- 
nouncing that she had decided to 
live there. The husband refused to 
allow furniture to be unloaded, and 
ordered her from the house. To- 
gether with the children she remain- 
ed until midnight, when officers ar- 
rived and.arrested her, removing her 
from the home.

del that inasmuch,.as the ranch and 
home were held by herself and hus- 
band in joint tenancy, she had a 
right to enter upon the premises.

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This Is Armistice Day— 


It was "Woodrow "Wilson, standing firmly behind Gen- 


eral Pershing. who brought abcrat the greatest military 
offensive of all history in the fall of 19]8, the Battle of the 
Argonne. resulting in the defeat of the German forces, and 
making possible the armistice on November 11. 


The will to win, and quickly, was the spirit that finally 


liroke through the caution of Marshal'Poeh. The battles 
in which Americans had participated prior to the great 
offensive served as forceful arguments to change the Foch 
policy of concentration and training'for the greater con- 
templated push of the spring of 1019. It was Woodrow 
Wilson again, who brought aoout the signing of the peace 
terms at a time when other great councillors felt in a puni- 
tive mood, and this masterly statesmanship saved us an 
incalculable loss of lives that would have without question 
been our lot in the year following. Millions were waiting 
shipment to France from our shores, to be subjected to a 
bitter winter of privation and its accompanying sickness 
and death, and it is entirely possible that the Battle of the 
Argonne would have been a more difficult military problem, 
with greater German resistance, had the Germans been al- 
lowed the months of winter to strengthen and reform their 
forces. 


Hundreds of families throughout this valley.have.rea- 


son to utter prayerful thanks today, on this ninth anniver- 
sary of the signing of the armistice. Our young men of 
the valley in great numbers were in the training camps of 
the nation. Hundreds were already across the sea and 
behind the lines, ready to move to the front—some had al- 
ready gone through the baptism of fire, and a few from 
this valley had paid the Supreme Sacrifice. 
Another six 


months, and these men of ours would all have been crash- 
ing through the tangled forests of France, engaged in the 
mightiest of all offensives—and who can say what turn of 
events in that winter of 1918-1919 might have come to pro- 
long the war. not only through the summer of 1919, but 
indefinitely, in a staJmate again, with allied nations crum- 
bled and out of the fighting, and America carrying on with 
its own millions, and alone? 


We rejoice that the armistice came when it did, because 


it meant that no more of the blood of Europe was to be 
shed. And we rejoice because it meant that our effort had 
been successful, and that it need not be that we send more 
of the finest flower of our youth into that unpicturable hell. 
We reflect for a moment in sorrow and pride, and remem- 
ber those loved youths of this valley who went out and did 
not return. 


Another ten years, and we will have a clearer picture 


of that great cataclysm, for it is still too close to us to 
evaluate it and analyze it. We know that the world is not 
at peace, altogether—that the vast'effort expended in the 
world war did not banish human jealousies and cupidity 
and unholy ambition and treachery. 
It Sid not do that 


thing which we spoke of in exalted enthusiasm—to bring 
peace forever into the world. We do not know the value 
of this great war. or whether it might be, as the pessimists 
declare, a complete loss to civilization, so far as the war 
itself is concerned. 


But we do feel that all human endeavor, even war, 


leaves somewhere a lesson that directs civilization forward. 
We do not know the time when we shall reap the benefit 
of such lessons, if such there be, for time is something that 
seems to be unmeasured in the Inscrutable Plan. 
It is 


probable that this vast upheaval, as we see it, is a minor 
episode in the general scheme, and important only as we 
may profit by it. 


But today, we have with us the poignant memories 


that arc personal and intimate We can dismiss causes and 
effects, and dwell again with remembered individualities— 
memories of field and camp, of the perilous sea, of the 
home fields that fed the men under arms, of the mighty 
wave of single-minded effort in financing, of friendships in 
common cause found under the banners of mercy at the 
.sewing machine and the bandage table. 


War—! 
In the mercy of God, may it never come 


again—but if it is so willed that it come, let it find us as 
brave, and as cooperative and as splendid in sacrifice as in 
the beginning of this decade now drawing to completion.

The Southern Counties Gas com- 


pany is planning an expenditure of 
:5,500 in •Covina to reinforce its dis- 
tribution system. The steady growth 
if the city of Covina is evidenced 
>y the fact that the Southern Coun- 
ties Gas company, in order to keep 
>ace with the growth of the city, 
s ready to install a new 10-inch' low 
pressure gas line on Citrus avenue 
jeginning at Covina boulevard and 
running 3520 feet South to Rowland 
avenue. 


Pipe for the new main was un- 


oaded upon the streets this week, 
mt deferring to the wishes of the 
jusiness men on Citrus avenue, the 
;as company will postpone the lay- 
ng of the lines until after the first 
of the yep.r. Action was reached on 
Wednesday night at a special meet- 
ing of the city board of trustees, 
when a. D. Fields of the Covina de- 
partment store acted as spokesman 
'or the business men/ nearly all of 
whom were present. The tearing up 
of the street at this time would 
work a hardship on business, Mr. 
Fields said. 


The city of Covina has gained in 


;he past five years 975 new gas con- 
surners^ This means a growth of 
population of approximately 4875 
people in five years. In 1923, 170 
new consumers were added to the 
lines; in 1924, 231 consumers were 
added; 1925, 234; 1926, 222; and the 
first nine months of the year 1927 
it is estimated that 240 new consum- 
ers will be added. The above figures 
do not mean that this growth has all 
taken place inside the city limits of 
Covina, but extends into the sub- 
urbs about one and one-half miles in 
each direction from the center of' 
town. 


When this proposed new, larger 


main line is completed new lateral 
lines will be installed leading off 
from the main line as fast as they 
are needed. These laterals will be 
installed in the alleys, replacing the 
present lines. The new 10-inch line 
will replace an old 4-inch line laid 
years ago by the Covina Valley Gas 
company on Citrus avenue and which 
tne city has outgrown. 


Figures show that the consumption 


of natural gas by the domestic con 
sumer has almost doubled in the past 
few years. This is caused by the 
fact that the consumer is now being 
served with natural gas instead of 
artificial gas, the cost of natural 
gas being about one-half the cost of
